President Elliott asked if there were any resolutions to be presented.

(a) Professor Wood, on behalf of the Executive Committee, recommended 

the following nominees for election to the Nominating Committee for the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for the 1979-80 Session: Galip M. Arkilic, Temporary 

Chairman (Engineering), Stephen R. Chitwood (SGBA), Janet C. Heddesheimer 
(Education), Robert E. Park (Law), Glenn A. Walker (Medical), Ruth A. Wallace 
(Columbian College), and John E. Ziolkowski (Columbian College). There were 
no nominations from the floor and the slate was elected unanimously. 

(b) Professor Wood, on behalf of the Executive Committee, nominated 
Honey Nashman, Assistant Professor of Human Kinetics and Leisure Studies, 
for appointment to the Marvin Center Program Board as replacement for 
Professor Nancy D. Johnson, who resigned. No nominations were made from 
the floor and Professor Nashman was elected unanimously. 

(c) Professor Wood, on behalf of the Executive Committee, nominated 
Honey Nashman, Assistant Professor of Human Kinetics and Leisure Studies, 
for election to the panel for Student Grievance Review Committees as re- 
placement for Professor Nancy D. Johnson, who resigned. No nominations 
were made from the floor and Professor Nashman was elected unanimously. 

(d) Professor Wood, Chairman of the Executive Committee, said that 
he had no report to make on behalf of the Executive Committee.

Under Brief Statements, Professor Wood, on behalf of Professor Amling, 
who had to leave the meeting early, advised the Senate that the University 
Development and Resources Committee was working on a proposal to encourage 
the deans of each school and college to establish one endowed chair and to 
create a five-year plan to achieve this goal through cooperation of the 
Development Office. 

Professor Jones, Chairman of the Public Ceremonies Committee, announced 
that the Winter Convocation will be held on Washington's Birthday, Monday 
afternoon, February 19, 1979, at 1:00 p.m. He said that this year the 
graduation ceremony would take place at one o'clock in the afternoon so that 
those students and parents who live some distance from the University will be 
able to return home earlier the same day if they wish. In addition, Professor 
Jones said that there would be a reception following the graduation divided 
into two locations according to schools - the reception for graduates of Colum- 
bian College, SPIA, and GSAS will be held in the first floor cafeteria of the 
Marvin Center; the reception for graduates of SGBA, Engineering, Education, and 
Law will be held in the Marvin Center Ballroom. Professor Jones invited partici- 
pation by all faculty members at the Convocation and the reception. He said 
the speaker will be Mr. Lisle C. Carter, Jr., President of the University of 
the District of Columbia, who will be given an honorary degree as will three of 
the University's benefactors, Mr. Charles E. Phillips, Mrs. Laura E. Phillips, 
and Mr. Charles E. Smith.
